-Io 
‘both thefe inftances, it wonld be jultifiable for that Houfe to 
interfere, becaufe one {pring mult be fer to work to countera& 
another {pring ; and thus a new temedy mutt be applied to a 
new cafe, but to lend top ready an ear to projects that went to 
unknit the frame of our excellent conkitution, would be phren- 
zy, and not wifdom. Mr Pitt infinuated, that Mr Fox was 
to all intents and purpofes the fole Minifter, and cautioned the 
Houfe particularly againft liftening to the fpeculative plans of a 
Minifter, who avowed his intention to feize every opportunity 
of throwing as much power as poflible into the hands of the 
people. Our conftitution, he declared, had createtl a due ba- 
lance of power in the government, and he fhould 4s much dread 
throwing too much into the fcale of the democracy, as into the 
fcale of the crown. In our government the influence of the 
latter was to the full as neceflary as the power of the former, 
and he would as foon refift the undue €xertion of the one, as 
of the other, becaufe he knew there was danger in an improper: 
degree of either predominating. With regard to the prefent 
propofition, he faid he thought the number of-knights propofed’ 
far too many. If his worthy friend would reduce the number 

to one knight for every county, he would agree to that as a 
-means of putting an end to the clamour of the people 3 but then 

he begged that they might be given to underitand, that the 
Houfe would do no more, and he hoped the Houle ferioufly 

meant to make its ftand there, and not to budge an inch far- 

ther. Mr Pitt congratulated the Houfe on his worthy friend’s 

having forborne to meddle with the burgage-tenures. He de- 

clared, he verily believed, the prefervation of the conftitution 

had been effected by thofe burgage-tenures ; but he was aware, 
that from his particular fituation, he fhould be-thought to be 

aétuated by perfonal confiderations ; as the beft proofs that he 
was not, he begged molt earneftly that his borough might be 
accepted as a facrifice to fave the re(t. Mr Pitt preffed this in 
terms of great. pathos and folemnity, and concluded.with re- 
peating on what condition he would vote for the motion.

It was the war of 
Parliament ; there was not 4 ftep-taken in jit that had not the 
fandtion of Parliament: It was the war of the people ; nor did 
it-ever ceafe to be popular until a feries of the moft unparallel- 
-ed-difatters and calamities caufed the people, wearied out with 
almoft uninterrupted ill faceefs and misfortune, to call out as 
loudly for peace as they had formerly done for war? Had the 
conftitation been fo difordered as the reformers would perfuade 
us that it is, how conies it to pafs that the voice of the people 
prevailed againft the influence of the Crown?
